Uy the arrival of the previous steamer [the 
Baltic,] we receive brief telegraph despatch- 
es from the camp before Sebastopol of as late 
date as June 11 j and the following gleanings 
from our foreign files, therefore only afford 
details of the intelligence of which we hitherto 
had but a summary ; 

The Courier de Marseilles of the 17th 
June contains the following accounts from the 
Crimea : — 

" IScpOKE •SKUAaropoL, June 3. — -This 
taoroiug General Morris directed a strong re- 
coiinoiHancc as far as the' village Baidar. At 
break of day he left bis camp accompanied by 
General Canrobert, who commanded the infan- 
try. The column, after marching through ihe 
Piedmontcie camp, descended by the ravines 
to the Tchernaya, and ascended along the left 
bank of the river (o the village of Haidar, situ- 
ated close lo tho gorges of the ntountins of 

Yafouska. 

"There they found a number of tbeinhabi-. 
tanls who bad not (led on the juncture of the 
Cossacks I need not tell you that both persons 
and property were both respected, General 
Morris had formerly forbidden the plunder and 
ill-treatment of the inhabitants. The cofjinn, 
after halting there a few hours, retraced its 
steps, and returned to its camp, at 7 P. M,, 
after penelrelin^ to a distance of three leagues 
in into the country occupied by the enemy. — 
During this bold march there was but a slight 
engagement beteween tho advanced guard aud 
a party of Cossacks, fire of whom were killed. 
The Russians continually retreated a& we ad- 
vanced. 

"Monday, 4th— It was reported that oil 
the batteries would open their fire thismoroing 
on the Ilutsian works, but this could not be 
the case, as I have already mentioned to you 
from the incomplete state of our trenches on 
the left attack. The English may be ready to 
Unmask the new batteries they have constructed 
700 yards from the fortifications i but two 
batteries we are erecting within 00 to 120 
yards of the enemy mutt fust be terminated 
before the earthworks of the place can be bat- 
tered with effect. These , batteries will be 
complete in a few days. 

Tuk8oav> 6th;.— -Lest night tho cannon- 
ado was usually brisk on tbo left- Tlio ene- 
my oiidcuvored to destroy tlio now works we 
aro ©reding in tbo ccmctory. I have already 
informed you that we had succeeded in con- 
necting tho T with tho battery 32, in the 
villago of the Quarantine, by inking in tho 
cemetery. At this moment we aro extend- 
ing on a pnrallol tine and a litllo in advance 
of thai intrenchment a new work, which will 
begin in tho middle of the left front of tho 
cemetery and end al the bottom of the bay. 

"This greatly annoys tho Hussion*, who 
beo themselves go completely hemmed in that 
between the Contr&l liestion find that of thn 
Quaramino our works arc only ceparaled by 
iho three' ravines from tho crenelated 
wall. Notwithstanding tho immanse quanti- 
ty of projectiles they have thrown during

No sooner does the new ten- 
ant get thoroughly into business, than the man 
of leisure will enter into the new shop, perhaps 
l.wcrity times a. day, rmd ' watch with glajrmg 
eyes the course of trade. . lie ha? for years 
entertained feelings of dislike to the occupation 
which he ha*j now abandoned ; but behold a 
change comes oycr'hiin—the hours hang heav- 
ily upon his hands,— he was 4 too eager, while 
following hii daily avocation, to attend to men- 
ial culture, and'uow.that he is old no desire is 
entertained for new pursuits— his former busi- 
ness receives a new charm in his eyes— and 
ere long you again find Uh sign over the door.

All the liquor shops are continued 
in (lull blast,— the bars at all the hotels ore 
kept open as usual,— not the slightest indica- 
tion found in any quarter that there is any 
more stringent law in force m regard to selling 
liquor, than, there has been 'bit|ierlo. T|ie 
only didereneii between the present state or 
things aoq that which- prevailed before tl)e 
present law went, into force, is.'tljat as no li- 
censes qrp now required, everybody who choo- 
ses to do so, opens a grogshop andsells liquor 
wtwUtfrif, without impediiiicnt of any sort. 
- litis slate of thing's is due to tb'e. declared 
determination 03 our city officials,* Executive 
and Judicial 6ot to interfere with the salo of 
liquor;— and those defects in the law which 
enable tl,em to give this action, the appearance 
of sanction from its provisions, -h must be 
confessed, moreover that this spectacle of a 
law, enacted for so beneficieni a'purpose, so 
completely nullified and contemned, does not 
excite m the public mind any such feeling of 
indignation as it would naturally be expected 
to create. According to present appearances 
the law is certain' to fail into utter neglect.— 
it is obsolete already— more so even than 
where the license laws,and the laws forbidding 
liquor sales on Sunday, which it superseded? 

it is barely possible that we may, bye and 
by, gel decisions from some of our city courts 
winch will give the law more vitality, and lead 
to some attempts to secure its execution, But 
so many of our judges have already expressed 
opinions on the other side, that there is but 
htte room for such an expectation.
